SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Rocco's True Anal Stories #11 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

In view of the extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, the video 
recording focuses on explicitly depicted sexual activity of a highly degrading nature, 
the Office of Film and Literature Classification (Classification Office) finds that the 
availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. Excisions have 
been considered but are thought impractical due to the extent to which the publication 
presents sexual conduct of a degrading and demeaning nature, and degrades and 
demeans female participants, and women in general. 

It has been determined that s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) 
applies to this publication. However, by virtue of the way in which the publication deals 
with matters of sex, this publication is regarded as objectionable. The Classification 
Office considers this a reasonable limit, as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
